It was learned Saturday that Mayor 
James G. Woodward and a majority of 
the members of the board favor the 
scheme which comprehends the estab- 
lishment of a circulating library. 

Free text-books, according the 
plan, will be given to only such chil- 
dren whose parents are unable to pur- 
chase them. The books circulated will 
not be in the nature of a gift, but will 
be loaned by the education board to 
the children, and they will be held re- 
sponsible for their preservation, 

Favor Columbus Plan. 

Members of the board favor the 
lumbus, Ga., plan of furnishing the 
children with books at nominal cost. 
For children from the first to fourth 
grades, books and school room mate. 
rial will be furnished at a cost of only 
$i a year, and children from the fourth 
to the eighth grades $2 a year.: This

White Ureed Scheme. 

W-.- Woods White, one of the most 
aggressive advocates of free text- 
books, appeared before the board and 
urged that something be started along 
the lines of making it possible for 
very poor children of the city getting 
books without cost to their parents. 

As an inecetitive to the board to 
start the movement, Mr, White declared 
Saturday that he will be one of the first 
eitizens of the city to make a contribu- 
tion for the immediate purchase of 
books for poor children who are now 
trvinge to study in the schools by using 
the text-books of other children. 

Key, of the 
fourth ward, started a fund by con- 
tributing $25, and Commissioner Dan 
W. Green introduced a resolution giv- 
ng President Guinn authority to re- 
ceive any contributions made to the 
fund.

In the first of these decisions, viz.: 
Lawlor et al. vy. D. E. Loewe & Co., 
larly Known as the Danville Hatters’ 
the supreme court held, in substance, that 
the United Hatters of North America and 
the American Federation of Labor must pay 
a gum, which is published in the daily press 
as being $252,130, to D. KF. Loewe & Co., to 
reimburse that firm for the damages tnese 
federations of labor had unlawfully inflicted 
upon the firm by the boycott the federations 
of labor had declared against said firm and 
the manner in which they had conducted 
that boycott in violation of the Sherman 
act. This’decision, I will add, was not only 
against the United Hatters of North Amer- 
ica, but also against many individual mem- 
bers of that union 

Second Decision. 

in the second decision, viz.: T. 
page v. the State of Kansas, the supreme 
court held that an employer has the right 
to require his employee to dissolve his con- 
nection with a labor union, and to discharge 
him if he refuses to obey the order. In 
other words, he cannot, against the consent 
of either, hold allegiance to two sover- 
eignties which at times conflict with each 
other. 

Now. I am not going into any 
as to the merits or otherwise of these de- 
cisions. They state what is the law of the 
(nited States, and state it in language too 
plain for anyone to mistake its meaning. 

I will say, however, that these decisions 
hy the greatest court in the world sustain 
not only directly but by reference the views 
which I advanced during the years of 1912, 
1913 and 1914, concerning the practices of 
the labor unions which embodied a reckless 
violation of law and with it a disregard of 
the basic rights of the public 

My speech in October, 1912, condemning 
the labor union strike which paralyzed the 
operation of the Georgia railroad, which 
operation. in the interest of the public the 
state of Georgia had commanded under her 
great seal, was denounced by the leaders 
of the Georgia Federation of Labor as “in- 
fammous,’’ and my exposure of their policies 
andmethods, after their open and vituper- 
ative attack upon me in their annual con- 
vention in Macon, Ga. last vear, were held 
by them: as ceomulative proof that I was 
“the enemy of the laboring man.”’ 

Yet. my speech, my message to the Geor- 
gia legisiature and my published letters 
Simply contended that the members of labor 
unions were entitled to enforce no process 
which the laws deny to all other citizens: 
that workmen have no more right to estab- 
lish a labor trust than capitalists have to 
organize a money trust; that thelr union 
labe! is not entitled to hold in Georgia 
greater authority than does the great seal 
of state, and that when the labor unions 
resorted openly or secretly to violence to 
person or damage to or destruction of prop- 
erty they were law-breakers, they were 
using the process of anarchy 

Satisfied With Company. 

I will here remark that I am quite satis- 
fied with the company which these decisions 
show I am, and have been, keeping. 

Now, gentlemen of the Georgia Federation 
of Labor, inasmuch as you gave a good por- 
tion of time in your last annual convention 
to denouncing me for advocating the very 
views which the greatest of legal tribunals 
has upheld when brought before it, 1 am 
going to suggesi that, in the interest of 
not only your purposes, but also of your 
personal liberty, in your next annual con 
vention you give dt least an equal portion 
of your time and mental energy to formu- 
lating a resolution to henceforward obey the 
laws just exact!y as all other classes of 
citizens do.

What This Appeal Means. 

This is almost a proposition to legalize the 
very transaction the court has condemned. 
If the government must pay the fines and 
costs imposed by the courts upon one set of 
defendants who haye endeavored by lawless 
methods to destroy the means of livelihood 
of one firm of business men and terrorize 
other laborers from working for that firm. 
it should undoubtedly do the same for al! 
who take steps to damage or destroy the 
property or even take the lives of others 
who do not bend to their law-despising will, 
In other words, the government should put 
a premium upon contempt of law by every- 
body if it doee so io protect’ labor union 
Violators of law in this case. Wil! congress 
make a farce of the supreme court’s ruling 
that all men are on the same level! in their 
obligation to obey the law by granting to 
members of labor unions special protection 
against the law in the very case which 
evoked the court's decision? I am safe in 
using the words. of the court, viz.: ‘‘We 
think not.’’ 

In conclusion, I will state that 1 
more interest in the decisions of 
herein referred to, than have more than 
two and one-half million other inhabitants 
of Georgia. I have no more inierest in them 
than have upward of ninety million other 
inhabitants of the United States. But every 
law-abiding citizen has a direct, personal 
interest in the issue as to whether or not 
any combination of people shall. be per- 
mitted to flout the laws for their selfish 
benefit and thereby damage the interests of 
other indfviduals or of the general public. 
On such an issue, regardless of whom I may 
offend, my voice shall ever be raised in be- 
half of the law and of the equal rights of 
those who obey it. And, now that the su- 
preme court has clarified the question of 
the status of the labor untons and of their 
rights and Habilities under the law. and 
as the circuit courts have begun the work 
of. protecting other people against labor 
union lawlessness, let us hope that our news- 
papers and public men will courageously 
measure up to the duty which equal rights 
and the peace of society have placed upon 
them. For myself, I will say: I fear the 
law, not those who would spurn it.

Real Sanitation 
in Air-Towel 


N “AIR-TOWEL”’ used in the large 
A oni lavatory in the District Buliding 
at Washington, D. C., is the invention of J. 
M. Ward, superintendent of the District 
Building. In appearance it resembles a rec 
tangular box eleven inches by three, set ina 
sanitary base having twelve-inch legs, with 
an opening in the top of the case in which 
the wet bands are held while being dried.

H are fresh?

lie was the true boss of his realms 
England, Normandy and an additional 
slice of France—anod everybody else in 
those realms was acknowledged to be 
second to him in courage, enterprise, 
strength, power and 


snirit. governing 


rallying ability. He was a magnificent 
soldier and conceiver of campaigns and 
battles. ile spent very little time in Eng- 
land—he was too busy fighting—but for 
all that Englishmen of his day were 
prouder of him and more devoted and 
loyal to him than the subjects of British 
sovereigns ever were before or since— 
with the possible exception of Henry V. 

Richard was called Coeur de Lion, or 
Richard the Lion Hearted, in his day, 
and even after centuries of fine historica!
